The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither discloses, nor fairly suggests the inhalable powder comprising 0.04 to 0.8% of 
tiotropium in admixture with a physiologically acceptable excipient, characterized in that 
the excipient consists of a mixture of coarser excipient with an average particle size of 
15 to 80 um, and finer excipient with an average particle size of 1 to 9 um, the 
proportion of the finer excipient constituting 1 to 20% of the total amount of excipient, 
the method of preparing said powder, method of treating disease with said powder, and 
the inhalette capsule containing said powder. 

Arnold et al ( US Patent No. 5,478,578 is cited for its disclosure of an inhalable 
powder comprising a mixture of finer and coarser particles. In this patent however, both 
types of particles contain the same or different bioactives. No disclosure is made of 
tiotropium or similar compounds.
